J THE HEARTL4NP ANP MOUNT AKABA 

Under the Ritsuryo system, created shortly before the Nara period, Japan was separated 
into provinces, districts, and neighborhoods. Kanata city is currently in the province 
of Hitachi, the district of Kanata, and the administrative government, Kankai, is in 
Akenuma. Under this system, all items received in payment of taxes were collected 
and stored in the Kankai warehouse and then sent to the capital from there. The people 
from the capital also created a factory there, bringing their culture and technology to 
Kanata. Currently in the ruins of Akenuma, Kankai, the administrative buildings and 
warehouse, the factory, and the workers’ living quarters remain to this day for visitors 
to see and explore. 

The capital also assigned the governors to staff the administrative building, Kokuga, 
for the province of Hitachi. These provincial governors had to bring their families 
from the capital to a land they knew area. The hearts of the people from the capital 
were comforted by the flat plains and the towering Mount Akaba. As such, Mount 
Akaba became the subject of many poems, quite a few which have been incorporated 
in the famous poetry collections, Manyoushu and Kokin Wakashu. The aristocrats who 
read such beautiful pieces were then inspired to write their own poems featuring the 
landmark. Even The Tales of Genji describes the beauty of Mount Akaba. 


J TH£ £ARLY RULING CLASS 

Based on registration and through the Handen-Shuju system, distributed fields of 
taxation, known as kubunden, were used to tax the citizens. This system began to 
deteriorate rapidly in the 9th century largely due to the growing number of unregistered 
civilians and those who escaped to avoid such heavy taxation. The government began 
to rely upon alternate ways of collecting taxes, ultimately killing off the old system. 
Between the 9th and 10th century, the Kokuga divided their lands and assigned 
high-class farmers, known as Tato, to manage the fields and people. In this way, they 
collected tax not directly from the people, but through the Tato. As the distributed field 
system faltered, the central government passed the power to freely collect tax and apply 
military force directly to the provinces. Those provincial governors who didn’t avoid 
transfer and went to these areas were able to obtain vast amounts of power. They were 
called Zuryo*. 

Daimyo Tato were landlords that developed their land extensively, but their control 
over this private land was very unstable. 



*The origin of the word “Zuryo" comes from 
the acceptance of work and responsibilities 
of their predecessors.

To make up for the instability, the Tato gave aristocrats a manor and land in exchange 
for protection. Thus, they were able to grasp onto actual power. In order to go against 
the growth of such aristocrats, the provincial governors gave the regular Tato city 
workers local administrative offices and granted control of the public land. As long 
as they met their quota for the provincial governor, no control was enforced. Thus, the 
powers of private or public land owner continued to grow. As the frequency of land 
disputes increased, these land owners began to focus on maintaining armed forces. 


THE RISE OF THE WARRIOR CLASS 


Warriors were needed to defend the imperial court, 
and Kokuga needed them to suppress local fighting. 
However, as the Ritsuryo system declined, there 
were no longer a properly trained central military, 
so local land owners needed to rely on private mili¬ 
tary forces, it is believed that this was the begin¬ 
ning of the rise of the warrior class. 

Some families began to consider their fighting 
skills as a family specialty. There is speculation 
that early on, many centaurs became warriors in 
high demand. Centaur soldiers were resistant to 
cold and could hold their own against other more 
traditional cavalries. Warriors of particular renown 
were collected by the imperial court and employed 
to suppress land disputes. As a reward for good 
service, they were sometimes granted the right 
to manage the local administrative-offices. As
